“The new all-American Alaskan ca- 
ble was laid by the Burnside up the 
coast from Seattle to Skagway near 
the head of the Lyn canal. Branches 
Were run to Sitka, the nominal capital 
of Alaska, and to Juneau, Haines Mis- 
sion, and two other places along the 
coast. 

“The Alaskan coast in winter is Wild 
and rough, with the sea filled with 
sreat cakes of ice, and even in sum- 
mer dangerous ice-bergs float down 
from the north. The Burnside en- 
countered great dificulties in reeling 
out the cable. And when her work 
was linished the cable was found to 
Work perfectly, and Washington began 
to talk with the cities of Nome, Juneau, 
Sitka and Dawson, 

“Meanwhile, strenuous work on land 
was being performed by the signal 
corps men, who were comissioned to 
string wires across country to connect 
with the cable at different Points. The 
diMleulties of this work weer in many 
respects xreater than tose encountered 
on the seas. Here was a wild, unin- 
habited country. It was thousands of 
miles in extent, swept by blizzards in 
Winter, soft and marshy in summer, 
across which wires had to be stretched 
strong enough to resist the storms of 
winter and withstand the floods and 
freshets of the short summers. The 
workmen had to carry their supplies of 
provisions with them, working weeks 
and months hundreds of miles away 
from any base of supplies. From 
Eacle to Valdez they fullowed the old 
government trail 400 miles in length; 
but down the Tanana they broke en- 
tirely new, unexplored regions, and had 
lo string the wires over snow a dozen 
feet deep, and then return in summer 
to erect the poles. From Yukon to St. 
Michael they passed on through 800 
miles of the most inhospitable country, 
struggling against blizzards and storms 
that threatened to destroy them. Up 
from St. Michael and through the Tan- 
ana, they worked in the heat of a sum-: 
mer that seemed creater than any that 
ever visited the tropics and then, to 
make matters worse, a forest flre broke 
out in their erar and swept hundreds cf 
miles of newly erected poles away.” 

When they reached Norton Saan:, 
Within sight of Nome, a cable across 
the sound was suggested. But for six 
months in the year the water would be 
frozen solid, and when the cold winter 
came the cable would be snapped fike 
straw.

In ie 
Winter season the awful blizzards ind 
snowstorms destroy the telegraph pole 
and snap the so that interruptions 
are common, Relay stations have to ve 
established at frequent intervals, aad 
repair crews are ready to hunt wp 
troubles with the wire at any mo- 
ment, These repair crews are provid- 
ed with dog-trains or reindeer sleds, 
and on these they cross miles of frozen 
country in the worst sort of Arctic 
winter, 

“In the spring and summer the snow 
melts rapidly on the sides of the moun- 
tains, and the -swollen rivers and 
streams inundate the country, washiag 
away poles and tangling fallen wires. 
The repair crews must then in their 
summer outfits struggle against water, 
marsh, mosquitoes and millions of 
other annoying insects. Often the 
ground in the valleys is so soft that 
the crew can nol cross to reach the 
poles. 

“Then, again, upon the bleak moun- 
tain side, and in the passes, the wind 
attains a velocity frequently of sixty 
miles an hour, and trees and telegraph 
poles are swept down like chaff. How 
to protect the line from such storms is 
another problem.

1S BEING ORGANIZED 


Will bo Capitalized at $100,000 and 
WII!l Develop Fiolds Near Lako 
Wabamum, 

Within a week a company capitaliz- 
ed at $100,000 will be organized to op- 
erate a coal mine in the vicinity of Lake 
Wabamun... The promoters of the en- 
terprise have already secured what 
they believe to be the best property 
in that district, it being close to the 
Grand Trunk Paciflc and in an ideal 
position for mining operations. 

The Lake Wabamun district is be- 
coming an exceeding popular place for 
coal mining. Already four or five 
mines have been sunk and at least one 
of them has been operated for the past 
four months. The seam of coal which 
lies about 100 feet below the surface 
of the ground is from six to twenty feet 
thick and is said to be of the best qua- 
lity. 

The mines are on the main line of 
the Grand Trunk Pacifle and will be an 
easy source of fuel supply for that 
railroad. During the past four months 
which time the mine of W. C. Dunn 
has been producing coal the Grand 
Trunk has used its entire output.

after, This is as it should be. With 
employees devoted to the interests of 
the city with the same devotion as if 
those interests were their own, with 
that incentive to effort, you are sure of 
success in the end and the very best 
results.” 

As one of the pioneers of municipal 
effort in Edmonton, and espoctiallly of 
the municipal ownership movement, 
Dr. McQueen, in reminiscent vein, car- 
ried his auditors back to the early days. 
Twenty-four years ago, Dr. MeQueen 
crossed. the Saskatchewan and became 
a resident of the then town of Ed- 
monton, 

Dr. McQueen spoke of the first fire 
that was fought in Edmonton, under 
the direction of Chief Lauder, the vet- | 
eran of the fire brigade. It occurred | 
at the mounted police barracks, and 
every man in the town was called upon 
to help in its extinction. Fire fighting 
in those early days was: not without 
its humorous incidents; humorous, at 
least, When viewed in the light of sub- 
sequent years, and many of these were 
described in the course of the address. 
Referring to the new fire chief, Dr. Me- 
Queen declared that the same — zeal 
whicht manifested itself in the fighting 
of fires in village days, would ensure 
Success lo Mr, Lauder in his new posi- 
tion, 

Vighting the franchise hunters, said 
Dr. McQueen, was a task of the early 
days in Edmonton, Private companies 
sought to obtain control of the water 
franchise. It was with some hesitation 
at first that Edmonton embarked upon 
a policy of municipal ownership. In 
those days the speaker had read much 
about the city of Calgary and its suc- 
cessful experiments. While he had 
never been in office, he had, in other 
Ways, endeavored to impress the au- 
thorities with the advantages of the | 
system of public ownership, and it was 
in some measure due to his conversa- | 
tions with the then Mayor of the city, ! 
that Edmonton was launched upon the 
course which has since taken more de- 
fInite shape. 

“Municipal ownership ig a fine 
thing,’ sald Dr. McQueen, ** so long as 
you have the right men to carry on 
your affairs. In general the men who 
have been in the city's employ have 
given good service, and though we may | 
be without heads in some departments, 
while we may have swelled heads in 
others, I believe that all will be well." 

“You cannot have success,” he said, 
continuing, ‘‘unlesg you have good men 
in each department, and under them 
a loyal staff." 

In conclusion, Dr. McQueen spoke in 
commendation of the public spirit of 
those who render service to the city 
Without monetary reward. He con- 
gratulated the employees of the oity on 
having decided. to hold a reunion each 
year, at which all who were in civic 
service might be brought together ina 
social way.

Gratifying progress is reported in 
the preparation of the musical ritual! 
of the coronation service. As already | 
announced the musical programme will 
follow closely that at the coronation | 
of King Edward VII., with a few not- 
able additions. There will be a larger 
choir and also a larger band than at the 
coronation of the late king. The sing- 
ers will number almost flve hundred 
and the instrumentalists probably one 
hundred, 

The nucleus of the choir will nat- 
urally be the Westminster Abbey sing- 
ers, Who will be re-inforced by the 
choirs of St. Paul's Cathedral, the 
Chapel Royal, St. George's Chapel at 
Windsor, and drafts from the choirs of 
Rochester Cathedral and other sources 
in the provinees. The orchestra, in 
which the trumpeters will have a con- 
spicuous part, will be made up of mus- 
icians from the King's private band, 
the orchestra of the Royal Choral Soc- 
iety and the Kneller Hall School of Mil- 
itary Music. 

The chief features of the musieal 
ritual will be the anthems — spceeially 
composed for the occasion by Sir Fred- 
erick Bridge, Sir Walter Parrett and | 
Sir George Martin, the three greatest; 
organists in England. Sir Frederick | 
Bridge probably will be selected to | 
compose the anthem which will signal- ! 
ize the entrance of the royal party into 
Westminster Abbey. This recalls an

interesting and time-honored custom. 
Midway in the anthem a break will be 
made, so that the boys of Westminster 
School may exercise their ancient priv- 
ilege of greeting their Majesties by 
shouting “Vivat Regina Maria,” ‘Vivat 
Rex Georgus.””

Boys Imitate Highway Robbors—Teno- 
ments Must be Pade More 
Modern—Profits From the 
Subway. 


New York, February 18.—Ascension 
Memorial Episcapal church, a neat, 
somewhat old-fashioned brick struc- 
ture in West Forty-third street, be- 
tween Seventh and Eight Avenues, was 
the scene of a rather unusual cele- 
bration the other day, the forty {first 
anniversary. of the Rev. Floyd Stoen's 
appointment as rector of that church. 
When Rey. Steen took charge of the 
church forty-one years ago, the sur- 
roundings were of a suburban char- 
acter. There were large unoccupied 
spaces, small wooden cottages and a 
series of dumping grounds in the dir- 
ection toward the Hudson. At that 
time the congregation consisted most- 
ly of farmers and suburbanites. Things 
have changed greatly since then. Now 
the church is almost hidden by the 
large buildings on all sides of it and 
its parish house, which stands about 
fifty feet from the building line in the 
rear of the Jot, is quite lost to the hur- 
ried view. Theatres and restaurants 
are all around the church and on the 
opposite side of the street a large hall 
is now building. The congregation has 
also undergonera wonderful change, It 
consists now mostly of chorus _ girls 
and ather theatrical folk and the Sun- 
day school, although it is still contin- 
ued, has decreased in membership to 
a mere handful of children, some of 
whom are the sons or daughters — of 
members of the congregation, wha 
now live at a considerable distance 
from the old church. 

During the recent Chapman-Alexan- 
der evangelistic campaign in) Brooklyn 
noon revivals were held at the Opera 
Ifouse, One day the early arrivals at 
the theatre were surprised to find the 
stage occupied by a ballet dancer re- 
hearsing an oriental dance.
